Sixty feet long, five feet in d ia­ 
m eter is the description, divided

His 
w as a long cylindrical tube, an 
air torpedo in looks. 
G erm an

Tile V-3 is said to use liquid 
air, winch is probably not an im- 
portant change, as the purpose of 
•ither liquid air or of liquid oxy­ 
gen 
IS to get enough oxygen to 
keep the explosive jet burning to 
in iv «■ the projectile 
Substitution of alcohol fpr gaso­ 
line could be a confession of acute 
al 
shortage. 
Alcohol 
certainly 
would m ake a fine rocket fuel, 
but gasoline contains m ore heat 
anergy, volume for volume and 
weight for vvei hi 
T he 
engine 
which drove the 
DU//.-bomtis to London evidently 
las been abandoned for the V-3 
The buzz-bomb draw s its oxygen 
rom the air outside. T hat would 
int be possible for V-3 as describ­ 
'd* The buzz-bom b flies low. V-3 
s said to start almost straight up, 
ike a long-range artillery shell. 
T h e expected altitude of a V-3 
refectory would 
carry 
it to a 
joint w here it would not efficient- 
y suck oxygen from the air. Hence 
t seems to be designed as a true 
ocket. which carries its oxygen in 
ts fuel. 
The P reach reports give no idea 
>f the am ount of explosive in V-3. 
rake-off weight is 14 tons. Much 
»f this may be fin I, but how much 
could depend on the range. 
T he only inform ation about the 
veapon's pow er is that it has “an 
explosive radius oi 
three kilo- 
neters,’’ or almost two miles. 
B ut the words explosive radius 
lo not necessarily m ean very wide 
lestructive power. T he absorbing 
lower of air is trem endous. At a 
Ustance tin- air waves are able to 
io considerable dam age to struc- 
ures which happen to be situated 
ust right, but the lethal pow er is 
ong gnne. 
ll the V-3 is a short range w ea­ 
pon, 50 miles 
or less, the 
radio 
•ontrol is e a sy ' to understand. If 
t is long range, the efficiency of 
adm control 
is not so easy.

luge rocket of 
this type would 
ravel much faster than any a ir­

Who gets m ustering out pay? How' 
much? Who doesn’t get it? Who 
else can claim it*1 
Here are questions and answers 
on this gift from Uncle Sam to 
veterans of this war: 
Q, Who gets ii" 
A. G enerally it goes to anyone 
honorably discharged from active 
service on or after Dec. 7, 1941, 
including the m ale and 
female 
personnel of arm y, navy, marines 
arui coast guard. 
Q. W hat is am ount of m ustering 
out pay? 
A 
T here are three different 
kinds of pay: 
T hree hundred dollars—to a n y ­ 
one who has had 60 days or m ore 
of active service and has served 
outside 
the 
continental 
United 
Slates or in Alaska. It is given in 
three equal 
paym ents: 
$100 at , 
time of discharge, $100 one m onth ■ 
later, and $100 one m onth after j 
that. 
Two hundred dollars—for a p er­ 
son w ho has been in active service 
60 days or m ore but has spent all 
of it within the continental United 
States. It is given in tw o equal 
payments: 
$100 at tim e 
of dis­ 
charge and $100 one m onth later. 
One hundred dollars— for a p er­ 
son who has had less than 60 days’ 
active service. The full paym ent is 
m ade at tim e of discharge. 
Q. Do all persons who have been 
honorably 
discharged 
from the 
m ilitary service since Dec. 7, 1941 
receive m ustering out pay? 
A. No. Here are some of the 
main exceptions: 
1. Anyone above 
the ran k of 
captain in the arm y or m arines or 
above 
the 
rank 
of lieutenant, 
senior grade, in the navy gets no 
m ustering out pay. 
2. No m ustering out pay goes to 
anyone who is discharged from 
active service on his own request 
to accept em ploym ent if he has 
not se r\e d outside the continental 
limits of the United States or in 
Alaska. 
B ut—anyone 
w ho has 
served overseas will get m u ster­ 
ing out pay even though he is dis­ 
charged at his ow n request. 
3. W om en—except those honor­ 
ably discharged for disability— 
w ho w ere in the WAAC b u t did 
not rem ain to serve in the WAC 
are not entitled to m ustering out 
pay. 
Q. Between Dec. 7, 1941 and Feb. 
4, 1944, w hen mustering out pay 
becam e law, 
1,300.000 
persons 
were discharged from th e mili­ 
tary services. Are they entitled to 
m ustering out pay? 
I 
A. Yes. 
if they 
met the 
con­ 
ditions which entitle any veteran 
of this w'ar to the paym ent. 
Q. Suppose a veteran w as dis-

careful watching. And ov eremphasis seems 
to be the keynote of a recent statem ent by 
Sen. Elm er Thomas 
of Oklahoma on the 
size of our p ostw ar arm ed forces. 
Sen. Thomas fav ors a minimum force of 
2,000,000 men for as long as IO years a ft­ 
er hostilities 
end— 750,000 
each for the 
N av y and Air forc e s, and 500,000 for the 
A rm y. His reason is that “ we expect G er­ 
m any and Jap an to he disarmed and kept 
disarm ed,” which is a reason no one will 
quarrel with. 
But we wonder if a 
long­ 
term police force of 2,000,000 
is 
either 
necessary or desirable. 
Certainly it has its 
dangers. 
F or one 
thing, the other great powers could righ t­ 
fully insist on p rop ortionately large peace­ 
time arm ies. T hat would giv e 
Russia 
a 
force of about 2,700,000, and B ritain ne a r­ 
ly a half million. A fiv e million-plus police 
force should hardly be necessary to keep a 
beaten Axis in 
line. But 
it could 
cause 
trouble. 
Such a force 
would 
be a trem endous 
public expense. And 2.000,000 iW*n In uni­ 
form would be a powerful 
political force. 
It would be too much to hope that politics 
and the 
m ilitary could be kep t sep arate, 
and the effect of such a union 
on the na­ 
tional defense would not be healthy. 
Congress m ight do better, in consider­ 
ing univ ersal training 
and other m ilitary 
legislation, to study 
again the deep wis­ 
dom of General M arshall’s 
recom menda­ 
tion for peacetime defense— a recommen­ 
dation which stated and 
offered 
proof 
that a large standing arm y “ has no place 
am ong the institutions of a modern dem ­ 
ocratic state.” and which eloquently urged 
a small professional 
arm y 
with a large 
body of trained citizen reserv es.

the researches which indicate the 
need for such large am ounts of v i­ 
tam ins daily, as generally speci­ 
fied. 
The v itamins were discov ered 
about 1906, named in 1911, but 
didn’t get much play in medicine 
and hygiene until about 1925. We 
are now* told th a t the diet of ov er 
half the American people is in­ 
adequate and th a t millions show 
ev idence of deficiency diseases. 
It just doesn't make sense. The 
diet of the American people has 
not changed radically since 1906 
except to be enlarged to contain 
more v itam in-containing foods— 
green and yellow v egetables and 
fresh fruits. If so we are better 
off than the p op ulation before 
1906. It doesn’t seem possible to 
me th at the entire American peo­ 
ple did what they did before 1906 
and on the whole looked as healthy 
as they did on a deficiency diet. 


Analysis of Vitamin Rep orts 
I ^ t us analyze one of these v i­ 
tam ins rep orts, as a sample. Re­ 
member th a t the only v itamin de­ 
ficiency diseases th at we 
kn o w to 
be p ro ved are: night blindness 
and eye infection, neuritis, mouth 
ulceration, scurv y, rickets, p el­ 
lagra, loss of blood clotting and 
impotence. Now on th at basis ob­ 
serv e w hat the research* r« do. 
H ere is a rep ort on the v itamin 
statu* of a ru ral pop ulation. 
It 
finds th a t am ong 600 families sup ­ 
posed to be eating inadequate 
diet*, there are something like 650 
p ersons who show sym p tom s of 
deficiency. B ut w hat are the sym p ­ 
toms they ascribe to deficiency? 
W atery eyes, loss of ap p etite, con­ 
stip ation, 
undue 
aw areness 
of 
heart, leg cram p s, fatigue and 
nerv ousness. Comp are that list to 
the known sym p tom s and s.gns of 
v itam in deficiency giv en abov e. 
W hen did lacrym ation, anorexia 
and fatigue get to be infallible 
signs of v itam in deficiency? 
I suggest a board of real clin­ 
icians be ap p ointed to check the 
findings of the v itam in exp erts. 
On th a t board I w*ould like Dr. 
L. E m m ett Holt, of Baltimore, 
who recently released a p ap er in 
which he said: 


1. “ The daily intake of thiam ine 
(V itam in Bl could be reduced to 
one-tenth of recommended daily 
allowance of the N ational 
Re­ 
search Council and kep t at this 
lev el for months without any ev i­ 
dence of v itamin deficiency.” 
2. “ The incidence of B defi­ 
ciencies in the United States ap ­ 
p ears 
to 
be 
greatly 
ov eresti­ 
m ated.” 
3. “ Indiscrim inate v itamin m ed­ 
ication is not without p ossibili­ 
ties of harm and should be con­ 
demned.” 
On th a t board also I would like 
to hav e Dr, Paul Wosika, of Chi­ 
cago. who recently rep orted a fte r 
a num ber of tests th at night blind­ 
ne s s as shown by dark ad a p ta ­ 
tion, was more due to other fac­ 
tors than Vitamin A in the diet. 
On th at board also I would like 
to hav e Dr. Lieutenant Michael 
Piioau. U.S.N., who recently re ­ 
p orted about Vitamin C: 
1. “ Aside from its influence on 
tho amino-acid metabolism of p re­ 
mature 
infants, 
the p rev ention 
and 
treatm ent 
of scurv y is the 
only role that 
can be ascribed to 
Vitamin C. 
2. "Relativ ely small amounts of 
the v itam in and not necessarily 
daily are sufficient.”
